Rules, 2000 which the Government of Karnataka proposed to make in exercise of the powers 
conferred by clause (c) of sub-section (1) of Section 17 of the Karnataka State Minorities Commission 
Act, 1994 (Karnataka Act 31 of 1994 is hereby published as required by sub-section (1) of the said 
Section, for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given 
that the said draft will be taken into consideration after thirty days from the date of its publication 
in the official Gazette. 

Any objection or suggestion, which may be received by the State Government from any 
person with respect to the said draft before the expiry of the period specified above, will be 
considered by the State Government. Objections or suggestions may be addressed to the Secretary 
to Government, Department of Minorities Welfare, Hai and Wakf, Vikasa Soudha, Bangalore- 
560001. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Title and commencement: (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka State Minorities 
Commission (Amendment) Rules, 2017. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Insertion of new rule 5A: In the Karnataka State Minorities Commission Rules, 2000, 
after Rule 5, the following new rule shall be inserted namely,- 

5A. Investigation and Inquiry by the Commission.-! 1) The Commission may hold sittings 
for investigation into matters relating to safeguards, protection, welfare and development of the 
Minorities or for inquiring into specific complaints, for which the Commission decides to take up 
investigation or inquiry directly. Such sittings may be held either at the Headquarters of the 
Commission or at any other place within the State. 

(2) The sittings of the Commission shall be held after giving due notice to the parties intended to be 
heard and also due publicity for information of the general public if required. Care shall be taken to 
see that the members of the minority communities who are affected in the matter under 
investigation or inquiry are given due information through notice or publicity, as the case may be. 

(3) During the course of the investigation or inquiry the Commission, may take evidence on oath or 
receive a ffidavits. When considered necessary, the Commission, for the purpose of taking evidence 
during investigation or inquiry, requires the presence of any person may issue summons to the 
persons in Form -I. The summons shall provide at least seven days’ notice to the person directed to 
be present before the Commission from the date of receipt of the summons. 
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(4) Where the property, service or employment of members of the minority communities and other 
related matters are under immediate threat and prompt attention of the Commission is required, the 
matter shall be taken cognizance by issue of fax or e-mail to the concerned authority for making it 
known to them that the Commission has taken up the issue. Urgent reply by fax or e-mail shall be 
called from the concerned authority. In case no letter is received within a week, the authority 
concerned shall be summoned at a short notice for enquiry. 

5B Confidentiality of Certain Reports: The Commission may, through a decision at a meeting or 
otherwise, direct that the contents of any report made on any matter shall be kept confidential and 
shall not be revealed to any person other than those who have been authorized access to such 
report. 

5C Legal Processes:- (1) All summons and warrants that are required to be issued in pursuance of 
the exercise of the powers of a Civil Court by the Commission shall be issued under the signature of 
the Secretary in the prescribed form and shall bear the seal of the Commission. The provisions of the 
Code of Civil Procedure applicable for the service of legal processes shall be followed by the 
Commission. 

(2) The form of notice for hearing shall be in Form -II, the public notice shall be in Form -III and the 
summons to be issued shall be in Form -IV, the warrant shall be issued in Form-V appended to 
these rules. 

5D. Issue of Letters and Notices :- Letters and notices calling for production of documents etc. 
which are to be issued by the Commission shall be signed by the Secretary or an officer not below 
the rank of Under Secretary of the Commission not below the rank of Under Secretary. 

5E. Sittings of the Commission:- (1) Whenever a matter is to be investigated or inquired into 
directly by the Commission it may do so by holding sittings of the Commission. In the case of such 
sittings a minimum of four members including the Chairman shall be present to form the quorum. 
Sittings of the Commission may be held as and when necessary. 

(2) The programme of the sittings, both at the Headquarters and other places, would normally be 
worked out each month in advance and duly circulated. 

5F. Payment of Travelling Expenses to Witnesses: (1) The Commission may pay travelling 
expenses to persons who have been called to appear before the Commission which shall be the 
actual cost of travelling through a public transport. The person shall not be entitled for any 
travelling allowance where the distance travelled by him is 8 kms or less than 8 kms. The person 
shall be paid Daily Allowance for the number of days of his appearance before the Commission in its 
sitting. 

(2) Persons who are employees of the Government or Public Sector Undertaking shall be deemed to 
be on duty if they are summoned to appearbefore the Commission or produce documents. 

(3) The Member Secretary of the Commission may devise a suitable procedure to ensure that such 
claims as above are paid to the persons concerned so appearing. 

(4) The claim for travelling expenses as above shall not be admissible in the case of a person who 
appears before the Commission during any investigation or enquiry on his own accord or in 
response to a communication or notice which is not a summon issued by the Commission. 

5G. Advisory role of the Commission: -The Commission shall interact with the State Government 
Departments / other organizations through its Member Secretary by meetings, personal contacts, 
visits and correspondence. The information in this regard may be sent to the concerned Dept. / 
Organisations well in advance. 

5H. Interaction with the State Planning Board:-The Commission shall interact with the State 
Planning Board at appropriate levels through representation in committees, Working Groups or 
other such bodies set up by the Planning Board. The Commission may request the Planning Board 
to forward copies of all the documents concerning the process of planning and development and 
evaluation of all programmes and schemes related to Minorities. 

51. Monitoring Functions of the Commission: -The Commission may determine from time to time, 
the subjects or matters and regions that it would monitor relating to safeguards and other socio¬ 
economic development measures provided for the Minorities. 
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5J. Prescribing Returns and Reports:- (1) Any authority responsible having control of the subject 
matter of which monitoring is being done by the Commission, shall furnish the reports as required 
by the Commission. 

(2) The Commission may from time to time issue instructions to furnish information and data on 
any particular subject or matter from the State Government Departments, Local Bodies, Corporate 
Bodies or any other authorities which is charged with the implementation of the safeguards meant 
for the Minorities. 

5K. Follow-up Action:- (1) In order to ensure that monitoring is done effectively the Commission, 
after getting the information, and after taking a decision may as early as possible send out 
communications to the concerned authority describing the shortcomings that have been noticed in 
the implementation of the safeguards and suggest the necessary corrective steps. 

(2) The Commission may ask for the comments of the concerned authority on the action taken in 
pursuance under the provision of these rules. 

(3) The Commission may include in its Annual report or any Special Report its findings and 
conclusions arrived at through the process of monitoring of the subjects relating to the safeguards 
and socio-economic development measures meant for the Minorities under the Constitution or under 
any other law for the time being in force or under any order of the State Government. 

5L. Decision on matters not specified in these Rules:-If a question arises regarding any such 
matter for which no provision exists in these rules, the decision of the Commission shall be binding 
and the same may be got approved by the Government. 

5M. Evaluation and Studies:-! 1) The Commission may undertake any evaluation and studies for 
the benefit of Minorities in the state by a resolution passed in that regard. 

(2)After each such evaluation and studies a report shall be placed before the Commission and the 
Commission may take such action as it deems fit or forward a copy of the study report along with its 
recommendationto the Government for appropriate action.

4. Age and Qualification:- (1) The qualification for direct recruitment to the vacancies under 
these rules, shall be as specified in column (4) of the Schedule and the minimum and maximum age 
limit shall be in accordance with the Karnataka Civil Services (General Recruitment) Rules, 1977.

5. Applications for Recruitment:- (l)The Special Recruitment Committee shall advertise 
category of posts and the number of vacancies in the Official Gazette specifying the conditions of 
eligibility, the nature of selection, the classification of posts in accordance with the reservations of 
posts provided by or under any law or order for the time being in force and invite applications from 
the eligible intending candidates. Abstract of such advertisement shall also be published at least in 
two leading newspapers having wide circulation in the State, of which one shall be in Kannada. 
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(2) The candidate who applies for the post of Staff Nurse (Diploma) shall submit his 
application along with the Registration Certificate issued by the Concerned Registration Councils of 
the State along with his application. 

6. Mode of Recruitment.-(l) The selection of candidates under these rules shall be made by 
the Special Recruitment Committee in the manner specified below. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in the Karnataka Civil Services 
(General Recruitment) Rules, 1977 or rules of recruitment specially made for recruitment to the 
posts specified in the schedule, the Special Recruitment Committee shall, from the candidates who 
have applied in pursuance to the advertisements under rule 5, prepare a merit list of candidates 
eligible for appointment under these rules in respect of post, in the order of merit, the merit 
determined on the basis of marks obtained in the qualifying examination as specified in column (5) 
of the Schedule. Where more than one qualifying examination is prescribed, merit shall be 
determined on the basis of aggregate percentage of marks secured in the qualifying examinations. 
Where different qualifying examinations have been prescribed alternatively in the Rules of

There shall be at least one candidate in the additional list 
belonging to each of the reservation category (Horizontal and Vertical) represented in the list under 
sub-rule(l). If the candidate whose name is included in the list under sub-rule (1) fails to report for 
duty within the prescribed period, to the extent a candidate belonging to same reservation category, 
who failed to report for duty shall be appointed from the additional list. If the candidate selected 
from additional list also fails to report for duty such vacancy shall be treated as a fresh vacancy. 

(3) The list prepared under sub-rule (1) and (2) shall be published in the Official Gazette and 
also on the notice board of the office of the Commissioner of Health and Family Welfare Services and 
shall be valid till all the vacancies specified under these rules are filled up or until the expiry of a 
period of one year from the date of publication of the list prepared under these rules whichever is 
earlier. Copy there of shall be sent to the Appointing Authority. 

8. Knowledge of Kannada Language:- No candidates shall qualify for the selection to the 
posts as specified in schedule unless he qualified in a test in Kannada language comprising of one 
paper carrying maximum of 150 marks and secures minimum of 50 marks in the said qualifying test 
regarding knowledge of Kannada. The standard of this paper shall be that of first language Kannada 
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at secondary school leaving certificate (herein after referred to as SSLC) or equivalent examination 
level; 

Provided that the special recruitment committee may exempt a candidate from passing the 
Kannada language test if the candidate has passed the SSLC examination or any examination 
declared as equivalent by the State Government or any examination higher than SSLC in which 
Kannada is the first language or second language or an optional subject (but not one of the subject 
in composite paper) or he has passed said examination in Kannada medium. 

9. Appointment of Candidates.- (1) Candidates whose names are included in the list 
prepared under rule 7 shall be appointed by the appointing authority in the vacancies in the order in 
which their names are found in the select list after satisfying itself after such enquiry as may be 
considered necessary that each of the candidates is suitable in all respect for appointment. 

(2) The inclusion of name of candidate in the list published under rule 7 shall not confer any 
right of appointment. 

10. Application of Other rules.- The Karnataka Civil Services (Classification, Control and 
Appeal) Rules, 1957, the Karnataka Civil Services (Conduct) Rules, 1966, the Karnataka Civil 
Services (Probation) Rules, 1977 and all other rules for the time being in force regulating the 
recruitment and conditions of services of Government Servants made or deemed to have been made 
under the Karnataka State Civil Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1990) in so far as such 
rules are not inconsistent with the provisions of these rules shall be applicable to the selection made 
and to the persons appointed under these rules. 

11. General:- The cost of application and bond fee shall be as fixed by the Special 
Recruitment Committee from time to time. The amount so collected shall be deposited in any of the 
nationalized banks by opening an account in the name of the Special Recruitment Committee. The 
Member Secretary shall be authorized to operate such account on behalf of the Committee to meet 
the expenses incurred in connection with the selection of the candidates such as paid publication in 
Newspapers, verification of documents, computerizing and counselling procedure etc. With the prior 
approval of the Chairman of the Special Recruitment Committee, the remaining balance shall be 
remitted to consolidated fund of the State.

(3) A weightage of two percentage of marks each year, subject to a maximum of twenty 
percentage marks shall be given to a candidate who has been appointed under different schemes 
served continuously under the purview of the Department of Health and Family Welfare Services on 
contract basis as Physician Grade - II, who has applied for the post of Physician Grade-II.
